The Re-
publican econferves were in session this
morning, and when, at 11 o'clock, the Dem-
ocratic members were sent for it was be-
lieved that & final agreement had been
reached, and there was much excitement in
the veighborbood of the commiites room.
the Democratie members were
merely sent for to pass upon the resulis of
the labors of their Republican colleagues on
all parts of the bill but those rclsting to
sugar and twine,

Ther Muy Agiee ta Disagrees

This was dope so that il necessary a report
could be made disagreeing on the two points
in dispute and agreeing on all other para-
g The Demoerats demanded separste
vo'es on several of the more important sched-
ules, such as those relating to metals, glass,
xud the compensatory duties on wool, but
this action was of course merely formal, the
Liepublicsns having s msjority of two on
each guestion.

Mr. Carlisle raised a point which is going
to still forther prevent an immediate settle-
ment of the Hepublican differences. He
fonnd that in the course of the efforts to
come 0 an agreement among themselves the
Eepublicans had made changes in the bonnty
clause of the sugar schedule

A Change Made in Conference.

Both the Senate and the House had agreed
to the provision granting 2 ecents s pound
bousty on sugar grown in the United States
o! s polanzation of 75 degrees. The conferees
had, however, inserted a clause instead of
this, giving & bounty of 13{ cents a pound
on =ugars polarizing between 70 and 80 de-
grees, and 3 cents 3 pound for sugars be-
tween B0 and 90 degrees.

Carlisle made the point that this wasan
entirely new proposition, which had mnot
been presented to either House, and that
theretare it could not be inserted by the
Conference Committee, He cited in-
staoces where other conference commitiees
had inserted pew legislation in a mumilar
manner aud where, when the point had been
made against it, it was invariably stricken
out. Tue poist was declared to be well
taken by Senator Aldrich, who is acting as
chairman of the committee, and itis probavle
that the proposed agreement, of which this
was to be the basis, will have to be entirely
revised.

Trying ts Rench n Compromine.

It wos said to-day that the Senate con-
ferees would be willing to let in sugar free
up to Ko, 16 Dutch standard with a daoty of
six-tenlbs of o cest above No, 16, if the
House would make binding twine free, The
extent of the compromise agreenble to the
Huuse is free sugar up to No. 16, and four-
tenths of u cest above that standard, with a
quarier of a cent duty on twine,

The diference between four-tenths and
Eix-tenths of & cent per pound on suzars
sbove No. 16 mesns & difference in revenues
to the Sugar Trust of about $4,000,000, and

The bill to sell the Marine Hospital
properly, en Ellsworth avenue, was not
pushed to its passage because 1t was dis-
covered that the existing law made it in-
cumbent on the Treasury Department to sell
that property as scon as it ceased to be used
for hospital The bill to make the
Arsensl Park s publie pleasure ground is
still in committee. It has never been re-
vorted to the House, for the reason that the
War Department opposed the proposition,

No Show for Border Rald Claimm

The border raid claims bill will not get
through st this session, These few items in-
clude about everything of any general in-
terest to Pennsylvania that has re-
ceived the sttention of Congress. The
actual appropriations that bhave been
made for the State, however, amount
to §1,663 715, and are in detail as follows:
In the sundry civil appropriation bill there
were included the following items: For
purchase of site and commencement of build-
ing & postofiice at Allegheny, $65,000; at
Beaver Falls, $20,000; at York, $25,000, and
at Chester, §30,000; for the completion of the
Court House nad postoffice at Pittsburg,
$240,000; for continuation of posteffice build-
ing at ScFanton, $15,000; to continue to date
corrections of former surveys of the Dela-
ware river fer the use on a new large scale
chart of the same in the vicinity ot Phila.
delphia and up the Delaware river to Tren-
ton, §1,000; for new machiuery, ete., Frank-
ford Arsenal, Philadelphis, $6,000.

For Qur Rivers and Harbera

In the river ond harbor bill the following
appropriations are made: To improve Erie
harbor, $40,000; to improve Philadelphia
harbor, §200,000; to improve ice harbor at
Marcus Hook, $5,000; continuing improve-
ment of Allerheny river, $20,000; Schuvl-
kill river, $45,000; Delaware river, Penn-
evivania and New Jersey, $250,000; contin-
uving eonstruction of Herr's Island dam in
Allecheny river, $35,000; to purchase Jock
and dam No, 6 of the Monongahels Navi-
gation Company, §162,000; and to construct
movable dam =t or below the mouth of
Beaver river, §250,000.

The paval appropriation for this year
contains the sum of §181.600 for various
purposes at the League Island Novy Yard,
including the pay of elerks, and $78,115 for
the Naval Howe at Philadelphia,

The deficiency bill, which has not vet be-
come & law, contsins an appropriation of
$110,000 for heating apparatus, elevators
and approaches to the Pittsburg publio
building. This will undoubtedly be in-
cluded in the bill when it passes, for there
is no objection to it In either the House or
Senate. That will bring the votal of appro-
pristions for the Stale of Pennsylvania
made by this Congress up to the sum of

IT WILL GO TO THE HOUSE OF REPRE-
SENTATIVES TO-DAY.

An Agreemeat Sald to Have Been Reached
on Every Festare of the Tarill Bili—
The Date of Oprration Oaly te be Fixed.

WasHINGTOX, September 25.—The Ee-
publican conferees on the tariff bill have
definitely decided to report the bill back to
the House. The conferecoce reporis an
sgreement on every item in dispute between
the two houses, and it will not, as has been
stated, be only a partial report.

It will be presented Lo the House of Rep-

resentatives very soon after that body meets

tr-morrow morning, and there is confident
expectation entertained by the conferees thut
the report will be considered and disposed
of belore the House adjourns for
the day, although there iz a
possibility that a vote en the adoption of
the conlerence report may be delayed until
the following day throngh the desire of
members fo make explanations of
their wviews on matters with re-
gard to which it bhas been nece-
essary to make concessions. All the Re-
publicsn members of the Ways and Means

Committee got together this evening, and

the decision to make & report and move its

speedy adoption was determined upon after

a full consultazion.

There will be s meeting of the fall com-
mittes to-morrow morning before the House
meets to form and pass upon the report be-
fore its presentation to the House. The only
question vet left open to be decided in
the morning is the date upon which the bili
shall go into effect. The period between the
approval of the bill and its eniorcement will
be brief and it is thought will eertainly not
exceed two weeks,

A THRIFTY OFFICIAL.

CHARGES AGAINST THE POSTMASTER OF
REED'S HOUSE.

He in Acensed of Letting Mall Contracts for
u Part of the Contracts—A EResclution of
Investigntion Adopted After a Russing
Debare.

WASHINGTON, ber 25.—Repre-
sentative Enloe to-day introduced a resolo-
tion which recates that it is alleged that the
postmaster of the House, J. L. Wheat,
whose duty it 1s to let contracts for the
earrying of the mails, Jet a contract to one
Samuel Culbertson for $5,000 & year on the
condition that Culbertson should pay to him
( Wheat) $150 & month out of the money re-
eeived from the Government for hisservices,
and that Wheat did receive that sum for
five months, and directing the Committes
on Accounts to investigate these charges
and such other matter as pertain to Wheat's
administration of the of the House
of Representativea,

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, suggested that
the resolution be made broad enongh to in-
clude an investigation of the mction of the
last Postmaster to the same mat-
ter, Mr. Enloe remarked that if any gen-
tleman had evidence thst there was any-
thing wrong in the action of the late Post-
master, he would have uo objection. Mr.
Hopkins remarked that he un _that
this contract, which the gentleman claimed
was unlawful, had come down from the Post-
master of the last Congress.

Mr. Caswell, of Wisconsin, said that his
imtormation was that this practice on the
part of the Postmaster had obtained dnri:g
several Con The postmaster b
become satisfied that this money was nota
proper and legitimate perquisite. He had
therefore covered every dollar into the
Treasury. Mr. Hopkins offered an amend-
ment extending the investigation into the
practices of the postmaster in the Forty-
pinth und Fiftieth Con Mr, Heard,
of Missouri, desired to still further amend
by extending the investigation to all pre-
vious Cop but a demand for 'I.ha pre-
vious guestion made by Mr. Hopkins pre-
cluded the reception of this amendment.

Mr. Houk, of Tehnessee, protested that

‘time should be given for amendment. If a

Republican had been stealing, let him be
exposed and punished. Let no one seek to
shield him. Mr. Hopkins said that there
wis no attempt to shield anyone, but the
postmasters of the last and of the present
House were so interlaced that one could not
be investigated without the other.

McAleer Gets the Nomination in Randall's

To-Night Emery Wil Give the Proofs of His Charges

Hon. James Kerr, Chairman of the Demo-
eratic State Committee, failed to secures
revominstion for Congress from the Twenty-
eighth district yesterday. George F,
Krebbs secured the plum, This result is a
great surprise. ' As expected Senator
MecAleer was named in the Third Philadel-
phia district, but the patriarchal Vaux will
nevertheless be in the field.

TEPECTAL TELEGRAN TO THE DIEPATOR.A

1t would seem
from this that he was acceptable to both
factions of the Desocracy, and scarcely a
doubt was entertained as to his eventoal
renomination. The result of to-day’s bal-
lollns, therefore, in indeed a surprise.

A dispateh from Philadelphia says: The
delegaies to the Democratic Convention of
the Third Congressional district sssembled
at Caledonian Hall, Pine street, aud after a
session of about half an hounr nominated
William A. McAleer without a disseating
vote.

Using Their Batons Freely, Members of
Parliament Being Wounded.

TRIAL OF DILLOR AND O'BRIEN BEGUN.

Allthe Protests of the Defense Treated With Contampt by
the Court.

At Tipperary yesterday the t-ial of John
Dillon snd William O’ Brien wasbegan, The
police made an unprovoked attack upon the
erowd, in which many heads wers broken,
Among those sssaunlted were members of
Parlinment. Johan Morley narrowly es-

caped.

(DY DUSLAF'S CADLE COMPANT.]

TIPPERARY, September 25 —To-day's
proceedings in connection with the prosecu-
tion of Messrs, John Dillon and William
O'Brien commenced with an exciting inei-
dent. Mr. O'Brien arrived at Tipperary
shortly before noon, in company with Mr.
Thomas J. Condon, M. P., for this town,
who was arrested at Limerick Junction on
his way hither, In the same train were the
Hon. John Morley, and the following mem-
bers of Parliament: Messrs. John Dillon,
Alfred Tllingsworth, Issac Holden, Tim-
othy Healy and Timothy Harrington, who
were accompanied by other friends.

On their way from the station Mr. 0’Con-
nor, Mr. Illingsworth and others, who were
in advance of the general party, halted for
& moment in order to await the approach of
Mr, Morley. Colonel Caddell, who was in
charge of the police, immediately gave the
order to move on. Mr. O’Connor protested
against this treatment, and Mr. Morley com-
ing up st the moment, Mr, O'Connor called
for three cheers for him.

CLUBBED BY CONSTABLES.

TUpon this the police assailed the group.
Mr. Dalton and other gentlemen who were
talking to Mr. Morley were roughly jostled,
and the coostable even ralsed his hand to
sirike them. Mr.- Morley and Mr. O’Con-
nor, however, interposed, and Colonel Cad-
dell ordered the men to desist.

Another exciting scene occurred ontside
the Court House. The police were ordered
out in order to prevent the admitlance of
people who were not there on business, The
crowd was very great, and in consequenceof
the pressurce from the outside the members
of the force were ordered to charge with
their batons drawn.

Mr. Sydney Halifax, of Manchester, who
happened to be in the crowd, was knocked
down and otherwise maltreated. Mr. Har-
rington eame tnto the court room with blood
flowing Ireely from the wounds he bhad re-
ceived. The collar of his coat was saturated
with blood, aud his appenrance created s
great sensation. He wasimmediately given
o seat, but he swogped and was carried into
the grand jury roofn, where he was laid on
the floor.

FORCED TO YIELD.
- Mr. Morley then appested-to-Colonel Cad-
dell to allow the people to enter the counrt
and take their chance of obtaining seats.
The Colonel refused at first; but ultimately
the body of the court was thrown open to
the general publie.

Several attempts were made to procure the
names of the members of the police force
who had assaulted the people, but ghele
proved fruitless, as the officers declined to
give them. When the police charged with
their batons, a large number of people were
struck and several of them wera so badly
injured that the blood was streaming over
their faces and clothes. The wounded were
carried away and an army surgeon, who
waa the first to arrive, attended them.

Mr. John Morley, addressing Mr.
O'Brien, said in reference to the matter:
“They have bebaved most damnably.”
Various protests were made on the subject
and everybody present was evidently labor-
ing under the most intense excitement. Mr,
Dillon, in speaking of the subject, ealled
the police cowards several times, and Mr.
John O’'Connor was also loud in denouncing
their condurt.

PROTESTS OF NO AVAIL.

Before the trial opened Mr. Dillon ob-
jected to Mr. Shannon as prosecating attor-
pey, assertiog that he had personally en-
conntered him at Cashel, when he (¥r. Dil-
lon) had been grossly insulted. Mr. Shan-
non declared that he would perform his daty
in an unbinsed manner. Mr. O’Brien said
that the last time he saw Mr. Shannon he
was at the bead of the police elubbing the
people. Shsonon had already tried him
three times, and his being put in charge of
the prosecution of the present case was in-
decent and ao insult. The magistrate an-
swered O’Brien’s objection in the same way
that he had disposed of Dillon’s, and the
trial was then begun.

Mr. Ronan, counsel for the Crown, asked
permission of the Court fo make some alter-
ations in the charges against the prisoners,
The latter protested vigorously against such
permission, urging that it would be illegal
for the Court to grant it. The Court paid no
heed to the protests, but permiited the conn-
sel for the Crown to make the desired
changes.

Mr. Ronan then proceeded to open the
case for the prosecution. He reviewed the
circumstances which had led to the arrestof
the Nationalists. These, he said, went back
to the time when the plan of campaign was
‘i force on the Smith Barry estate at Tip-
Perary. i

A CH ARGE OF CONSPTRACY.

That happened in May, 1880, and he pro-
posed to present evidence to prove con-
spiracy on the part of the defendants from
that time down to when the arrests were
made.
